Authorization  For  1986  New  Recruit  Survey). 

Initial  results  of  the  1986  survey  have  been  provided  in  the  form  of 
briefings  to  the  Commander  of  the  U.S.  Army  Recruiting  Command  (on  6  Aug  and  4 
Dec  1986),  the  Director  of  Military  Personnel  Management  (ODCSPER)  (on  5  Dec 
1986),  and  the  Deputy  Chief  of  Staff  for  Personnel  (on  12  Dec  1986). 

Specific  policy  and  operational  decisions  have  been  made  based  on  these 
results.  For  example,  USAREC' s  dual-market  recruiting  and  advertising 
operational  plan  was  developed  and  continues  to  be  monitored  using  analyses  of 
NRS  data.  In  addition,  the  survey  effort  has  been  transferred  from  a 
developmental  effort  at  ARI  to  an  operational  tool  of  the  Recruiting  Command  for 
monitoring  recruiting  policy  and  program  implementation.

Previous  survey  research  projects  conducted  in 
this  series  include:  (1)  Summer,  1982;  (2)  Summer,  1983;  (3)  Winter, 
1983;  (4)  Summer,  1984;  (5)  Winter,  1984;  and  (6)  Summer,  1 985  (See 
F i gure  1) . 

This  multi-year  survey  research  endeavor  has  been  conducted  to 
measure  the  enlistment  motivations,  attitudes,  knowledge,  and  personal 
characteristics  of  new  recruits  at  the  time  of  their  initial  entry  into 
the  U.S.  Army.

A  total  of  1A.362  U.S.  Army  recruits  were  administered  the  1986  New 
Recruit  Survey.  Based  on  U.S.  Army  military  personnel  records,  13,117 
had  no  prior  military  service,  and  1,172  had  prior  military  experience

GUIDE  TO  USING  THE  1 986  NRS  TABULAR  DESCRIPTIONS 


Tabular  Description  Composition 

This  1986  NRS  tabular  description  volume  provides  an  exploration  of 
the  survey  results  for  Summer  Army  National  Guard  respondents.  Tables 
in  this  volume  are  organized  into  two  major  content  areas:  (1)  Recruit 
Enlistment-Related  Survey  Items,  and  (2)  Recruit  Personal 
Characteristics  Survey  Items. 

Many  survey  items  that  are  documented  in  the  1 986  codebooks  are 
intentionally  omitted  from  the  tabular  description  volumes.  Parental 
household  characteristics  (e.g.,  number  of  cars  owned,  property  value 
estimates,  and  type  of  residence)  have  been  excluded  from  the  NRS-86 
tabulations.  Recruit  demographic  characteristics  are  used  to  tabulate 
survey  responses  but  are  not  by  themselves  tabulated  by  other 
variables.  Also  excluded  from  tabulations  are  survey  reported 
variables  used  to  document  the  1 986  sample  (e.g.,  Reception  Battalion 
location,  survey  administration  date,  and  survey  form  completed). 

The  most  significant  departure  from  previous  years'  tabular 
descriptions  is  the  exclusion  of  survey  items  descriptive  of 
respondents'  exposure  to  specific  broadcast  programming  and  print 
media.  However,  those  items  that  asked  (a)  when  and  how  often 
respondents  were  exposed  to  radio  and  television  programming  and  (b) 
how  much  time  respondents  spent  reading  printed  materials  have  been 
included  in  this  volume.

Some  of  the  survey  items  excluded  from  the  NRS-86  tabular 
descriptions  would  require  extensive  data  transformations  and  analyses 
before  useful  facts  could  be  provided.  Other  survey  items  are  only 
valuable  when  combined  supplemental  data  (e.g.,  parental  household 
characteristics  when  combined  with  market  research  data).  Such 
supplementation  and  analyses  are  not  possible  in  these  tabular 
descr i pt ions . 

The  Army  National  Guard  (ARNG)  tabular  descriptions  present  tables 
of  NRS-86  survey  items  with  the  following  five  crossing  variables:  (1) 
survey  respondent  gender,  (2)  highest  educational  attainment,  (3)  self- 
reported  ethnic/racial  composition,  (4)  rural/urban  nature  of  pre¬ 
enlistment  residence,  and  (5)  age  at  time  of  accessioning. 

Volume  1  of  the  regular  active  Army  (RA)  tabular  descriptions 
presents  tables  of  NRS-86  survey  items  with  the  following  five  crossing

Volume  2  of  the  regular  active  Army  (RA)  tabular  descriptions 
presents  tables  of  NRS-86  survey  items  with  the  following  five  crossing 
variables:  (1)  term  of  enlistment  (Male  High  School  Diploma  Graduates 

and  post-high  school  graduates,  test  category  I  - 1  I  I A  only),  (2) 
eligibility  for  the  Army  College  Fund  and/or  cash  enlistment  bonus 
incentives  (High  School  Diploma  Graduates  and  post-high  school 
graduates  only,  test  category  I  - 1  I  I A  only),  (3)  recruiting  brigade,  (4) 
rural/urban  nature  of  pre-enlistment  residence,  and  (5)  age  at  time  of 
contracting.  See  The  1986  ARI  Survey  of  U.S.  Army  Recruits:  Codebook  for 
Active  Army  Survey  Respondents  for  the  details  of  crossing  variable 
construction  for  the  RA  component. 


Volume  1  of  the  U.S.  Army  Reserve  (USAR)  tabular  descriptions 
presents  tables  of  NRS-86  survey  items  with  the  following  five  crossing 
variables:  (1)  survey  respondent  gender,  (2)  highest  educational 

attainment,  (3)  ethnic/racial  composition,  (4)  marital  status,  and  (5) 
AFQT  category. 

Volume  2  of  the  U.S.  Army  Reserve  (USAR)  tabular  descriptions 
presents  tables  of  NRS-86  survey  items  with  the  following  five  crossing 
variables:  (1)  Split  Training/Simultaneous  Membership  Program 

participation,  (2)  Reserve  Incentive  Program  eligibility  (High  School 
Diploma  Graduates  and  post-high  school  graduates  only,  test  category  I- 
II  IB  only),  (3)  recruiting  brigade,  (4)  rural/urban  nature  of  pre¬ 
enlistment  residence,  and  (5)  age  at  time  of  accessioning. 


Contents  of  a  Tabulation  Page 

Tabulation  pages  for  each  survey  item  included  in  this  volume 
contain  the  following  descriptive  information:  (I)  variable  name,  (2) 
variable  label  contained  in  the  Statistical  Analysis  System  (SAS) 
database  file,  (3)  statement  of  the  survey  question,  (4)  response 
category  values  and  labels,  (4)  item  location  in  Forms  A,  B,  C,  and  D 
of  the  NRS-86  survey  questionnaire  (e.g.,  Form  and  question  number 
for  variable  T001  *  A007.  B007,  C007.  D007;  Forms  A,  B,  C,  and  D, 
Question  #7).  and  (5)  number  of  non-prior  service  survey  respondents 
who  had  the  opportunity  Lo  respond  to  the  survey  item. 

In  addition  to  these  information  sources,  each  tabulation  page 
contains  information  to  assist  the  reader  in  interpreting  the  tables 
for  each  item.  This  information  includes:  (1)  the  title  of  each  table 
(survey  variable  number  by  crossing  variable  used  for  the  table,  (2) 
labels  for  the  categories  of  each  crossing  variable,  (3)  the  total 
number  of  respondents  within  each  category  of  the  crossing  variable, 

(4)  the  total  number  of  respondents  to  the  particular  question  of 
interest,  (5)  value  categories  for  the  survey  item,  (6)  the  percentage 
of  responses  within  each  category  of  the  crossing  variable,  and  (7) 
Pearson's  chi-square  statistic  results  with  its  associated  degrees  of 
freedom  and  probability  level.  Since  the  NRS-86  contains  a  large 
proportion  of  questions  that  required  the  respondents  to  "Mark  all  that 
apply",  such  serial  list  questions  have  been  configured  as  a  single 
table  for  each  in  presentation.  Such  tables  present  chi-square  values, 
degrees  of  freedom  and  probability  levels  for  each  line  entry. 

Examples  of  both  types  of  survey  item  presentation  are  provided  in  the 
next  section  of  this  volume. 


Tabular  Presentation  Conventions 


The  1986  New  Recruit  Survey  Army  National  Guard  Tabular 
Descriptions  contain  responses  from  2,539  non-prior  service  (NPS) 


recruits  who  participated  in  the  survey  during  the  months  of  June,  July, 
and  August  in  1986.  The  total  number  of  responses  may  change  from  table 
to  table  as  well  as  in  the  total  number  of  respondents  who  were  exposed 
to  individual  questions  on  the  survey.  There  are  two  reasons  for  these 
differences  in  response. 

The  first  reason  is  item  non-response.  The  NRS-86  consisted  of 
205  questions  administered  in  a  one-hour  time  frame.  Thus,  questions 
toward  the  end  of  the  survey  booklet  may  exhibit  decreases  in  the 
number  of  respondents  who  had  the  opportunity  to  respond  to  the 
questions.  Recruits  taking  longer  to  complete  the  survey  due  to 
reading  speed  or  response  speed  may  have  run  out  of  time  before 
completing  the  survey.  Other  recruits  may  have  become  frustrated  with 
the  length  of  the  survey  and  entirely  stopped  responding.  Survey 
respondents  who  did  not  answer  questions  or  who  made  two  or  more 
responses  when  asked  to  "Mark  only  one"  are  not  included  in  the 
tabulated  question  totals.  Interpretation  of  items  positioned  later  in 
the  survey  should  be  made  more  cautiously  than  of  items  positioned 
earlier  in  the  survey. 

The  second  reason  involves  the  presentation  of  recoded  survey  items 
in  the  tabular  descriptions.  Survey  items  were  recoded  for  clarity  of 
presentation  in  the  tabular  descriptions.  Respondents  who  were  asked 
how  many  weeks  they  spent  looking  for  a  full-time  job  in  the  last  year 
could  select  from  53  possible  responses  (0  to  52  weeks).  This  type  of 
item  was  recoded  into  response  categories  (e.g.,  0  weeks,  1-4  weeks, 
etc.).  Figure  2  provides  an  example  of  a  recoded  survey  item. 

Survey  items  in  this  volume  are  presented  in  five  two-way  cross¬ 
tabulation  tables  that  correspond  to  the  five  crossing  variables  of 
interest.  The  tables  for  each  survey  item  are  typically  presented  on 
two  facing  pages.  The  page  on  the  left  contains  the  descriptive 
information  about  the  survey  item  as  well  as  the  first  two  tables.  The 
page  on  the  right  contains  the  remaining  three  tables.  Survey  items 
containing  multiple  response  categories  that  preclude  this  standard 
method  of  presentation  are  displayed  with  one  table  per  page. 

"Mark  all  that  apply"  questions  present  a  general  question  such  as 
"Did  you  receive  military  recruiting  literature  in  the  mail  without 
asking  for  it?",  and  then  ask  the  respondent  to  evaluate  a  number  of 
sources  from  which  such  literature  might  have  been  received.  By 
selecting  one  or  more  military  services,  the  respondent  answers  multiple 
True  -  False  questions  within  the  same  question  (e.g.,  True  -  False: 
Received  Army  (regular  active  duty)  recruiting  literature;  True  -  False: 
Received  Army  National  Guard  recruiting  literature;  etc.).  Each 
response  category  in  such  survey  items  is  used  to  construct  a 
dichotomous  variable  that  indicates  whether  or  not  the  respondent  marked 
the  item.  Each  serial  response  survey  question  has  been  combined  into  a 
single  table  for  ease  in  interpretation  and  presentation.  Figure  3 
contains  an  example  of  such  a  serial  response  survey  item.  Each  row  in 
the  teble  contains  a  different  variable  that  corresponds  to  one  of  the

This  number  is  an  unweighted  count  based  on  the  survey 
sample.  In  this  example,  1:  indicates  that  2,539  norr-prior  service  NG  respondents 
completed  surveys. 

Table  title  (survey  item  by  crossing  variable  label). 

Value  labels  for  crossing  variable.  In  this  example,  the  labels  describe  the 
categories  of  gender  which  can  only  be  male  and  female.  Each  of  the  crossing 
variable  have  unique  value  labels  which  will  remain  the  same  across  survey  item/ 
table  presentation. 

Frequency  counts  of  responses  to  survey  item  broken  down  by  category  of  the  crossing 
variable.  These  may  be  referred  to  as  "marginal  N's"  since  they  provide  an  overall 
count  or  number  of  responses  within  each  category  of  the  crossing  variable. 

Total  number  of  valid  responses.  This  is  a  marginal  N  of  total  responses  to  this 
survey  item  across  crossing  variable  categories.  In  contrast  to  item  9  (N  of  NPS 
completed  surveys),  this  N  will  necessarily  vary  across  tables  due  to  missing  values 
on  particular  survey  items;  however,  this  number  will  always  be  less  than  or  equal 
to  the  number  reported  in  item  9. 

Survey  item  values.  Only  item  values  are  presented  in  the  actual  tables  to  preserve 
clarity;  however,  these  values  are  described  (labeled)  at  the  top  of  the  tabulation 
page  ( see  i tem  6 ) . 

Sample  percentages  broken  down  within  crossing  variable  categories. 

Sample  percentages  of  responses  across  crossing  variable  categories.  These 
percentages  are  presented  for  each  survey  item  category. 

Total  column  percents.  These  column  percentages  will  equal  100”/  in  all  tables,  since 
the  percentages  of  sample  resonses  within  each  crossing  category  must  account  for  the 
total  responses  within  that  crossing  category. 

Value  of  the  chi-square  statistic. 

Degrees  of  freedom  (D.F.)  associated  with  the  chi-square  statistic. 

Probability  based  on  the  chi-square  distribution  (see  the  final  section  in  this 
chapter  for  a  discussion  on  interpretat ion  of  the  chi-square  statistic). 


possible  response  categories  in  the  original  survey  question.  Thus  the 
example  in  Figure  3  condenses  12  individual  tables  into  one  summary 
table. 


Each  row  in  the  summary  table  represents  a  table  that  includes  both 
the  percentage  of  individuals  who  checked  the  responses  category  and  the 
percentage  of  individuals  who  did  not  check  the  particular  response 
category.  For  example,  rows  A  and  B  in  the  example  summary  table  may 
be  interpreted  as  follows: 


•  58.6%  of  all  male  respondents  to  item  T051  reported  having 
received  military  recruiting  literature  in  the  mail  without 
asking  for  it.  1*1.4%  of  all  male  respondents  did  not 
report  having  received  such  literature.  Similarly,  46.4% 
of  all  female  respondents  reported  having  received 
unrequested  military  recruiting  literature  in  the  mail, 
while  53.6%  did  not  report  having  received  such  literature. 
28.1%  of  all  male  respondents  reported  receiving  Army 
National  Guard  recruiting  literature  in  the  mail  without 
asking  for  it,  while  7 1  - 9%  of  all  male  respondents  did  not 
report  receiving  such  Army  National  Guard  recruiting 
literature.  The  population  percentages  of  all  responses  to 
item  T051  categorized  58%  of  new  recruits  as  having 
received  military  recruiting  literature  in  the  mail  without 
asking  for  it  and  42%  as  not  receiving  such  literature. 

•  The  chi-square  statistic  associated  with  Row  A  in  the  table 
is  testing  the  relationship  between  gender  and  receiving 
military  recruiting  literature  in  the  mail  without 
requesting  it.  The  chi-square  value  at  6.411,  with  1 
degree  of  freedom,  yields  the  probability  of  0.01 13.  This 
is  considered  to  be  a  marginally  significant  statistical 
difference  between  groups. 


Interpreting  Pearson's  Chi-Square  Statistic 

Pearson's  chi-square  statistic  is  reported  for  each  of  the  tables 
in  this  volume.  A  significant  chi-square  indicates  that  the  response 
pattern  cannot  be  explained  just  by  knowing  how  many  respondents  are  in 
each  category  and  how  many  respondents  marked  each  response.  A 
nonsignificant  chi-square  indicates  that  the  categories  of  respondents 
probably  do  not  differ  on  the  question.  Because  of  the  vary  large 
number  of  tables  being  presented,  statistical  significance  for  these 
tables  should  be  set  at  the  .001  probability  level.  That  is,  chi- 
squares  with  probability  levels  equal  to  or  less  than  .001  should  be 
taken  as  strongly  indicating  that  the  question  responses  do  differ 
between  categories  of  recruits.  At  this  probability  level,  there  is 
only  1  chance  in  a  thousand  that  the  chi-square  would  be  significant  by 
chance  alone.  A  conservative  rule  of  thumb  when  judging  the 
significance  of  table  is  that  if  the  probability  level  is  no  larger 
than  .01  and  preferably  .001  or  smaller,  and  the  responses  fall  into

COMPARISON  OF  NRS-86  TO  PREVIOUS  SURVEY  RESULTS 


Crossing  Variable  Comparability 

The  variables  used  as  banners  for  the  1986  tabular  description 
volumes  were  created  from  official  military  personnel  records  (USAREC's 
Operational  Reporting  Master  File  -  ORMF)  and  self-reported  survey 
items.  The  comparability  of  these  items  to  previous  NRS 
administrations  is  close  because  of  the  method  by  which  the  crossing 
variables  were  developed.  However  the  comparability  of  the  self- 
reported  ethnic  group  variable  is  questionable.  The  ethnicity  crossing 
variable  created  for  1 986  survey  respondents  was  developed  from  two 
questions  on  the  survey.  The  first  (RACE)  asked  the  recruits  if  they 
were  (a)  American  Indian  or  Alaskan  Native,  (b)  Asian  or  Pacific 
Islander,  (c)  Black,  or  (d)  White.  The  second  question  followed  the 
first  and  asked  recruits  if  they  were  of  Hispanic  background.  This 
question  approximates  the  U.S.  Census  Bureau's  ethnicity  question 
sequence  but  is  not  comparable  to  the  1 98 3  through  1 985  NRS  question. 


Survey  I  tern  Comparability 

Because  of  changes  in  the  way  survey  items  have  been  asked  over 
the  survey  administration  years,  it  is  not  possible  to  directly  compare 
many  items  in  the  1986  survey  with  similar  items  in  previous  surveys. 
For  example,  the  ordering  of  questions  is  important  and  may  change  the 
meaning  of  a  question.  Previous  surveys  did  not  utilize  the  optically 
scannable  survey  booklet  and  answers  were  either  written  directly  on 
the  survey  pages  or  transcribed  to  a  separate  answer  sheet.  These 
formats  did  not  allow  for  complex  patterns  to  skip  sections  of  the 
survey  that  did  not  apply  to  the  respondents'  background  or  enlistment 
history.  The  1986  survey  contains  many  built  in  skip  patterns  that 
route  the  respondents  through  the  survey  questions.  These  complex  skip 
patterns  may  affect  the  way  questions  were  perceived  and  the  questions 
may  no  longer  be  comparable  to  previous  versions. 

While  many  comparisons  of  levels  of  responding  among  the  1 98 3 
through  1 986  surveys  may  be  invalid,  comparisons  of  effects  can  be  made 
if  cautiously  interpreted  for  most  items  that  were  used  in  two  or  more 
years'  surveys.  For  items  that  were  changed,  relationships  can  be 
compared,  but  not  response  magnitudes.  This  caution  should  be  kept  in 
mind  when  comparing  the  NRS  series  of  results.  Readers  interested  in 
multi-year  comparisons  are  encouraged  to  refer  to  the  codebooks  and 
user's  manuals  for  each  survey  administration  to  ensure  comparability 
of  survey  items,  response  categories,  and  crossing  variables.
